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London Letter

Finally, the day on which we 
were due to land arrived. I arose 
at five, and the preliminary symp- 
toms of the sun were illuminatins 
the dusty pink surface of the sky 
against a dark silent baclcground 
which was England. I went upon 
deck in -my pyjamas and bedroom 
slippers; the captain was on the 
bridge, and he called me up so thai 
I might have a better view. England! 
after the four most eventful years 
in centuries! When I left it I had 
been a young schoollioy with no 
particularly definite ideas or im- 
pressions. How much had I changed 
during those four years abroad? 
AVhat would be my attitude toward 
a country which had for four years 
been pursuing its own magnificent 
course of heroism, while 1 had 
watched, marvelling with others, 
from afar? What would be the out- 
ward and visible signs of the trans- 
formation which splendid misery 
had wrought in this country?

After we had all been searched 
and cross-examined by the customs, 
immigration and security police, we 
had our final lunch on board and 
then disembarked. 

The port where we landed had 
suffered considerably from aerial 
bombardment This was the first 
direct effect of the war 1 had 
seen; yet it was not as bad as I 
had expected. Everything had been 
tidied Up jimost miraculously, and 
the town merely looked as If there 
had been a rather extraordinary 
amount of demolishing going on. 

In the afternoon, we took the 
train for London. After having 
gained the impression that ration- 
ing was very strict in England, 1 
was more than a little surprised to 
be served an excellent Utrce course 
dinner on the. train at a price less 
than half of what I would be ex- 
pected to pay for a similar meal in 
Canada or the U.S. 

We arrived in London at about 
ten at night, but it was still per- 
fectly light, and would continue to 
be so until about eleven-thirty be- 
cause of the double daylight saving 
time' which England had adopted 
for the summer. 

I was lucky enough to secure a 
hotel room for the night. As a rule 
hotel accommodation in London Is 
bard to find, and a judicious hand- 
ling of the management- is required 
to get results. After a sorely need- 
ed bath and shave, I went down to 
the lounge to write some letters. I 
had been writing for a ^little over 
an hour, when I heard the mourn- 
ful banshee wail, which L recogniz- 
ed immediately from newsreels of 
the blitz as being an air raid siren. 
I didn't quite know what to do, 
but after noticing that no one else 
in the room had even looked up 
from what he was doing, 1 con- 
tinued my letter. Some bombs did 
drop, but there was still no reac- 
tion. I was reminded of the final 
scene in "The Pied Piper," when 
all the old men remained complete- 
ly undisturbed in their club, dur- 
ing a particularly heavy air raid. 
. . . Finally the "all clear" sounded 
and I went to bed.

He has been Chair- 
man of the Commission of Inquiry 
on cooperative enterprise in Europe, 
appointedsby the President, Chair- 
man of the Industrial Committee, 
National Resources Planning Board, 
and Assistant Administrator of the 
Federal Emergency Relief W.P.A. 

In thesé^ positions, Mr. Baker 
has had experience In both public 
and private planning which quali- 
fies him to discuss the various pos- 
sible methods of encouraging em- 
ployment in the post-war era. The

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Councirs Stand 

At a recent meeting of Students' E.\ecu- 
tive Council, it was decided that although 
the Council would allow those societies in- 
terested to circulate the refugee petition on 
the campus, they would not handle the 
matter personally or allow the name of the 
'students' Society to be officially associat- 
ed with tiic petition. 

This then is the Council's stand, but it 
is very indefinite, probably because at tlio 
time of the meeting, very little was known 
about the refugee appeal, and the opinions 
of Various clubs were not apparent. Wc feel 
that in view of the unprecedented discus- 
sion of the matter on the campus, and in 
the Letter Forum of The Daily, the stand 
||| of ii.the; Students' Executive Council, tho 
iistuami' leaders on the campus, should bo 
clarified. Tho Council is not solely an 
executive body concerned with the finan- 
cial control of student organizations. It is 
f 'an elected governing body whose duty is to 
direct and lead progressive student thought 
and action. 

Although the clubs interested in the 
petition mny bo doing a good job in circu- 
lating it, they are not representative of tho 
student body at McGill, and the names 
signed to it do not represent ^IcGill stu- 
dent opinion. There arc two methods of ob- 
taining the opinion of the student body: 
by an announcement of the Students' 
Executive Council, who arc the elected re- 
presentatives of the undergraduates; and 
by an official resolution at a meeting of 
the Students' Society. 

Wc feel that the petition is important 
to the student body, by virtue of the dis- 
cussion which has been caused by its cir- 
culatipn on the campus. Tliis being the 
case, official action would be welcome. 



Union Cafeteria 

The McGill Union is, an institution for 
the use and enjoyment of its members, its 
members being all the male students of the 
University wlio pay their universal fee of 
ten dollars at the beginning of each session. 

Before the Grill Room was opened, 
coeds were permitted to enter the Union 
only on special business, such as work on 
The Daily, executive meetings, dances, and 
Students' Society meetings.

I am writing In a specially good mood to- 
day, as George at last has consented to buy a 
new Robot. I mentioned already in my last 
letter, that our present one (model 1-79) was 
getting old.

Employment for Canadians 

When England admitted 20,000 refugees from 
Central Europe to her shores, few people 
realized that within a short time those 20,000 
newcomers would be giving employment to 
25,000 Britishers. 

Already the activities of the few refugees 
admitted to JZanada indicate., that' the~sanie 
thing will happen here. " - 

Refugees are creating employment for 
Canadians. Two hundred Canadians found jobs 
in one firm established by a refugee. There 
Is another flrijj which employs about 900 and 
Is expected to need 1,600 men when It runs at 
full capacity. 

Other firms have been started by refugees 
and employ six to a dozen Canadians. 

Opportunities for Canada 

Refugees are making a real contribution to 
Canada's future. They are bringing new op. 
portunities for Canadians. 
' They are bringing fresh capital. They are 
establishing new industries. The making of 
shoes, fabrics, glassware, chemicals, wood pro- 
ducts, beet sugar, gloves, aeroplane parts and 
other things are only some of the new lines 
established or projected. 

Export Markets 

Many of the industrialists who are settling 
in Canada have formerly served world export 
markets. Re-cstablishment of their business 
in Canada will mean an Increase of our export 
trade. 

New Industries — New Ideas 

New processes, new patenta and new ma- 
chinery have been brought .to Canada by 
refugees. They will Increase our Canadian 
manufacturing trade. Paint remover, seed 
cleaning, pulling and scrutchlng'flax, and dry- 
ing paprika are some of the new processes.

The skins are used for 
gloves. Others are working as research experts 
in Canadian laboratories. Ono has spent $10,000 
in laboratory work here. One Is worldng on 
cancer causes, and another has produced an 
antidote for poison gas. 

Some artists have come, and one man has 
brought with him an unusually good collection 
of modern French paintings. Medical cxperu 
have come. A lew of them arc allowed to 
practise. Others with first class qualifications 
arc not, despite rejjorts of the National Com- 
mittee for Mental Hygiene that there U a 
shortage' of doctors In Canada.

In an interview yesterday, Maisle Ward, 
author of the recent biography of G. K. Ches- 
terton, was most emphatic in this bit of advice 
to budding authors, and stressed the necessity 
of a suitable topic as a prerequisite for dis- 
playing purely literary talent Although this 
might appear obvious, Malsie.Ward Is publisher 
as well AS miter, and maintains that many 
manuscripts are rejected for this reason; 

In speaking of her life, Malslo Ward Is Just 
a little humble wc think when she says, "my 
mother and father are really the most im- 
portant things about me," althougli. both her 
parents were outstanding In the field of litera- 
ture and religion. Her father, Wilfred Ward, 
editor for ten years of the Dublin Review, also 
wrote biographies of Cardinal Newman and 
Cardinal Wiseman, while her mother, niece of 
the Duke of Norfolk, was author of several 
novels, the most popular of which was probably 
"Tudor Sunset." In her book, "Tho Wilfred 
Wards and the Transition," Maisle Ward writes 
rharmlngly of her family and its history, In- 
cluding many anecdotes about her father's 
friends among whom .were Tennyson, Lord 
Balfour, Huxley and Lord Halifax. "When 1 was 
a baby," she said, "Tennyson looked at me, 
then quipped, 'She just looks like King Henry 
VIIl'", 

With her husband, Frank Sheed, Maisle 
Ward is head of the Sheed and Ward Publishing 
House which has offices in London as well as 
New York. They have introduced a number of 
authors, "especially Catholic French writers to 
English readers, for we have made numerous 
translations of works by such authors as Henri 
Gheon, Paul Claudel and Jacques Marltain. We 
also 'discovered' Alice Curtaync who wrote 
The Life of' Catherine Sienna,' and Joan Wynd- 
ham who is now a favourite of children, and 
even of adults for her charming 'Six O'clock 
Saints Series'." 

Mrs. Sheed is now contemplating writing a 
biography of her great uncle, the Duke of Nor- 
folk, who was Post-master general in England 
and an ardent Catholic leader during his life- 
time, altltough she. must , wait until her return 
to England to beglti;' Biéfore returning to her 
homo in New York, Mrs. Sheed will visit 
Quebec.

I do not know the answer to all 
these questions, (being a bear of 
very little brain); and as I am busy 
hunting hephalumps with Widget 
I have not time to find out I thus 
feel I am In no position to sign this 
petition. But my representative in 
the Government, whom I elected to 
vote for me In National affairs. Is 
I believe a competent man. I took 
time and care before voting for 
him.

The irrational and biased ap- 
proach to the problem of immigra- 
tion which has been brought forth 
in the letter forum of Friday's, 
Daily has made" me among others. 
Increasingly conscious of the nar- 
row nationalistic Ideas which per 
vade among many of our unlver* 
sity students and a large percent 
age of our Canadian people. 

Mr. Thomson places this problem 
secondary'to that of facilitating tho 
rehabilitation of our servicemen. 
What he fails to understand is that 
the immigration of twelve thousand 
hapless Europeans will in no way 
affect the rebabllltittlon of our 
men. Surely there can be no doubt 
that the coming of these Imml 
grants will, in no way alter our 
social or economic system as so 
many people claim. 

Moreover, he dabbles with the 
lives of our fellow men as if it 
was of no consequence whatsoever 
whether they lived or died. True, 
our government has set up a com- 
mittee to consider the problem of 
refugees, but as it was so amply 
proved by the Bermuda conference, 
much time and money Is spent and 
very little is accomplished. In tho 
meanwhile, thousands of people 
who have been lucky enough to 
escape the slaughter house that is 
Europe to-day must remain in a 
neutral country and pin their 
hopes on our benevolence and 
sympathy. What this school of 
thought seems to forget Is that time 
will not permit us to put aside this 
question until after our boys come 
home. It Is time for action not 
expressions of sympathy. 

We university students hardly 
know that there Is a war gohig on; 
we continue our studies as if every 
thing was Just normal while thous 
ands of people are being murdered 
in Europe. Then when a petition 
Is drawn up to alleviate the plight 
of a few thousand people, we have 
the nerve to sit back and say, "Oh, 
no, wc don't want these foreigners 
In our country, they are liable to 
disrupt the lives of our people." 

It Is this type of thinking with 
Its racial prejudice and national 
self-interest which has contributed 
In a large measure to the coming 
of this war. If we wish to avert 
another such tragedy, we must 
change- our views radically. We can 
do this In one way-^by signing this 
petiUon and urge our government 
to act and act now.

At the risk of being labelled un- 
Christian, antl-semltlc, and a nar- 
row nationalist I would like to ex 
press, a few opinions on the. matter 
of the petition sponsored , by the 
Canadian' National ' Committee for 
Refugees. 

Hie petition Is obviously an ex 
tremely high-pressure effort on the 
part of a minority group to admit 
about 10,000 refugees who fled, not 
to the well-organized imder^rouhd 
armies of their respective^ countries, 
but to neutral territory, where they 
are playing on the sympathies of 
the Allied Nations to allow them 
entry. Admittedly Hot all of them 
are capable ol taking part in organ' 
ized Mbotagei . but varlotu recent 
articles and books by well-informed 
people from occupied cotmtrles .in- 
dicate that men, women, and chil- 
dren been Instrumental In harrass- 
ing the Nazis In every way (viz. 
"Revenge in Poland", Colliers, Oct. 
30 and No. 6 and other publications). 
Such people run no less risk than 
the Jews. 

Canada has already taken in 
about ^iQOO zelugees, and fingland 



about 150,000. The reluctance on 
the part of these and other coun- 
tries to admit any more springs, 
not from lack of pity and selfish 
nationalism, but from past bitter 
experience. Indeed, the movement 
would be spontaneous If all the 
arguments In Its favor were valid. 
Past experience has shown that 
such refugees do not develop our 
vast mineral resources, or plough 
our limitless uncultivated lands. If 
they could they would be equally 
capable of . fighting on their own 
behalf. Instead most of them con- 
gregate In the cities, whence the 
greater part of our fighting men 
have come, and successfully squeeze 
into commercial enterprises, in 
which they generally manage to 
eliminate competition since they 
are willing to accept a lower stand 
ard of living than the native com- 
petitors. The gaps caused by our 
men leaving to join the armed 
forces are filled or obliterated by 
this neat act of InfilUratlon. This Is 
the sort of "cultural enrichment' 
that experience has shown we can 
expect though there are doubtless 
exceptions. 

This Is not pure supposition, but 
a fact that can easily be verified 
by conversation with the many 
people who have had the misfor 
tune to run up against this sort ol 
thing, both here and abroad, dur- 
ing the last war and this one. Such 
refugees will, If given an Inch, 
gladly take a mile. Canada Is merC' 
ly protecting her own Interests In 
refusing them entry.

At that Umc, and for a number of 
years, orchestral concerts given 
under the auspices of McGlll Unl^. 
vcrslty afforded practically the 
only opportunity for Montreal mu- 
sic lovers to hear orchestral music. 
This was put on a solid foundation 
when Dr. H. C. Perrln arrived and 
was placed at tho head of the Mc- 
Gill Conservatorlum founded at the 
beginning of the century. Between 
1908 and 1925 three concerts were 
given annually in ttie Hall of the 
Royal Victoria College. These con- 
certs were free to the public. Only 
during the World War a charge of 
55 cents was levied, but the amount 
collected was given to the Patriotic 
Fund. 

Let us not forget when speaking 
of free concerts the admirable and 
musically most Instructive concerts 
given from 1932 on under the con- 
ductorshlp * of Mr. Tupper by the 
McGiil University Orchestra. So 
far 28 In all.

The . largest crowd of the season 
saw the best game of the season on 
Saturday as the Redmen bowed out 
of the grid championship race, 7-4 
Despite the fact that the Redmen 
were defeated, they were In there 
fighting hard all the way, and had 
the game well under control until 
the last couple of minutes. The out 
standing players for McGill were 
Gerry Fitzpalrick and Lloyd Wil- 
liams, for their kicking! Alex Mac- 
rae, for his running and usual smart 
quartcrbacklne; Brian Little, the 
sparkplug of the front wall and an 
effective plunger; and Tepner, 
Daniels, and Mann for their spark 
ling line play. Frlpp, who heaved 
the fatal pass, Rlchroan, who grab- 
bed it, and McCurry, who was t 
constant threat with his line plung 
ing, were the Air Force stars. 

The line play of the McGlll team 
was very good, and they were hit- 
ting hard throughout the game, but 
they were outweighed 'by the oppos- 
ing linemen. Hie R.C.A.P. plungers 
kept coming through like bullcU, 
and they were being stopped after 
short gains, but their advantage in 
weight would carry them through 
for another two or three yards, 
which made a big difference. The 
McGill linemçn very effectively 
stopped the feared end runs of the 
Lachinc squad. 

It seems a wonder, as one looks 
back on the game, how the Red- 
men held off the powerful Lachinc 
aggregation as long as they did. 
The Airmen made five limes as 
many first downs, and again and 
again Rlchman, Frlpp and McCur- 
ry plowed through the McGill team 
for heavy gains. The variety' and 
effectiveness of the R.C.A.P. plays 
were spectacular, and the Air Force 
backficld performed with amazing 
efficiency. On the other hand, the 
Redmen had to be content with 
small gains of 3, 4 and S yards, with 
the exception of a beautiful 20 yard 
run pulled off by quarterback Mac- 
rae In the second quarter. The Red- 
men, however, appeared to have 
the territorial edge, as the Airmen 
would fumble at crucial stages, or 
else, the Red kicking halves would 
boot McGlll out of danger.

When the second World War broke out in 
September, 1030, about 400,000 victims of the 
Nazi terror had already escaped from Germany. 

Of this number, 160.000 stiU waiting in 
Europe, are eagerly teelcing new homes in 
countries where their liberty and security will 
be saieguarded. 

Late in 1039, between 60,000 and 80,000 
Poles, Czechs and others fled to Rumania and 
Hungary. It was impossible to care for them. 
Thousands were obliged to live In the open 
lields, by the roadsides. 

In Poland itself tystcmatic and brutal per- 
secution has gone on since last fall. Scientific 
and research centres have been stripped of 
their equipment, bool» and instrumenU. Pro- 
fessors and pricsia have been imprisoned. 
Many of them have died of ill-treatment 
Poles and Jews from Czechoslovakia and 
Austria are being sent to the Lublin area 
where there is a lack of food and the cold is 
severe. 

People of Poznan, Pomcrania and Silesia 
have been ordered to leave their homes at ten 
minutes' notice, take with them what they can 
carry, and arc crowded into box cars and taken 
lo some small unknown station in a new part 
of the country, and there left to their fate. 

•nje end of the war— when that comes— may 
see more than two million people without 
homes, without a country of their own. They 
look to the new world. 

Child Refugees 

Of all the victims of this new barbarism, 
the most pitiable is the child. Separated from 
his parents, or perhaps orphaned, he is de- 
pendent upon strangers. There are thousands 
in France. England is caring for 9.400 under 21. 
Some arc in camps and others in private 
homes. 

Lord Marley, recently in Canada, said of 
them: "I am not here to tell you what you 
should do, but I can make it plain that Great 
Britain would welcome an inviution to share 
the responsibility of some of these refugee 
children. We haven't the money to keep them." 

Surely it would bo a patriotic service for 
Canada to relieve Britain of the care of a 
number of the-e children. (The cost of main- 
tenance is about $5 a week per cliild.) Money 
it needed to help care for them in England, 
and more money is needed to bring some of 
them to Canada. 

What the Press Says: 

"Between S.OOO and 6,000 refugees have 
been admitted to Canada since Hitler marched 
into the Sudentenland, and they have brought 
with them an estimated. $20,000,000, which has 
already been put to work in a wide assortment 
'of industries; dependent , for their existence 
largely on export markets. . , 

"More important than the capital brought 
are the patents, the processes whose secrets 
they have brought, the manufacturing tech- 
niques, which in some instances have taken 
generations to acquire, and a knowledge of 
export markets not previously existing here." 
—from New York Times, March. 1040. 

International 

The Inter-Govcrnmcntal Committee, repre 
senting 32 countries ^(including Canada), was 
set up to plan for orderly exodus and resettle' 



ment. The war has made it difficult for this 
work to be done. 

National ' ' 

Great Britain has given permanent residence 
to 20,000. She now gives temporary hospital- 
ity to 25,000 more. There are about 60,000 in 
Fiance and 3% of the National Budget, despite 
the rigours of war, is devoted to their main- 
tenance. The United States takes 30,000 a 
year, and Palestine has 69,000. Holland,' Bel< 
gium and Switzerland have more than they 
can care lor.

It does seem very unfair in- 
deed that those girls at Strathcona 
Hall do the same work that we do, 
have the same responsibilities that 
we have, share our classes, and yet 
arc denied all the privileges that 
the University students are accord- 
ed by Royal Victoria College.

Dear sir: 

May I command the Dally upon 
the fine presentations which have 
appeared on the feature page during 
the past several days. I would, how- 
ever, take Issue with the extreme 
caution urged In Wednesday's ar- 
ticle in the editorial column, ahd 
more specifically with the would-be 
logic of Mr. Thompson in Thurs- 
day's letter column. 

University education has repeat- 
edly been accused in recent days of 
producing men who could think, 
but never feel or act, and such Is 
unfortunately my belief. To this, 
ihen, you would add the terrified 
caution of the reactionary, paralyz- 
ing any ability the college student 
may have ol making up his mind on 
the present issue. 

I need not repeat the well-pre- 
sented arguments 'pro and con ad< 
mission of refugees to Canada in 
this their hour of extremity — but 
where does student * opinion come 
in? 

Of all countries immersed In the 
prosecution of this war, ours is pre- 
eminent in the degree of its pros- 
perity and its shelter from the 
storm of suffering ^nd deprivation 
which other countries nearer the 
battlefront have felt Endowëd with 
a microscopic population, yet illim- 
itable square miles of territory, we 
imperfectly utilize its boundless 
resources, yet liko the proverbial 
dog in^the manger, gloatingly refuse 
to allow others access to this bounty 
— others who are beaten, sUrved, 
and dying. Even thus students of 
the university, comfortable In their 
economic security, physical well- 
being, and intellectual aloofness, 
never having experienced suffering- 



cither physical or moral, cannot en- 
vision the plight of the refugee, but 
instead arguo learnedly the pros 
and cons re the future state of their 
Ivory tower — just as they might 
be reasonably expected to stand de- 
bating in the presence of a drown- 
ing man the relative effects of pro- 
gressive lack of oxygen and pro- 
gressive increase of carbon dioxide 
on the acid-base balance of the body 
and -the functions of the cerebral 
cortex. 

To only one of Mr. Thompson's 
queries 1 offer specific reply. The 
cry of "Who Is behind this, ony- 
way7"-has often been raised; those 
who ralse.lt are often unable to 
appreciate : external, and usually 
incapable of evaluating internal 
evidence; they delight only In 
doubt-casting and rabble-rousing 
insinuations. Such mentality is un- 
worthy of. a senior student in any 
faculty-^perchance however he is 
only, as he suiegests, the represen- 
tative .of some more sinister power. 
Then let him, and others 

(1) read for themselves, and find 
assurance in, the published nsnies 
of leaders in both religious and 
secular community who support the 
petition; • 

(il) examine the position of other 
countries, and of our own, with re- 
spect to the restriction on refugee 
immigration; 

(ill) balance in their own minds 
the plight of refugees— fellow men, 
beaten, starved, tortured, and, but 
for the grace of God, murdered— 
against their own cold-blooded 
logic of future gain for themselves; 

(illi) then act— a simple act, a 
name signed, nothing more, yet a 
vote cast for or against the lives of 
many. • ' 

Let no one delude himself that 
giving refugees haven will not 
bring problems — and here the 
"competent authorities" will be 
needed — here the clearest thinking 
Is viUl. But the post-war period 
will bring much vaster problems of 
rehabilitation, social, economic, and 
Industrial; and we shall be forced to 
consider such serious issues as tho 
relief of tho bursting boilers of Ger- 
many and Japan, the immigration of 
peoples now called "enemy alien" 
to make their homes with us. Be- 
side these the mere admittance of 
a few thousand refugees will pall 
into insignificance. 

Wc do not hesitate to accept the 
known consequences of rescuing 
from drowning a known tramp or 
moron. The issue heer is>aot one 



of admitUng, In charity, physical or 
moral weaklings: it is that of sav 
ing from desetruction living human 
beings, whose physical and moral 
attributes can be an asset to our 
community — not In charity, but by 
compulsion of conscience and the 
weight of Christian sentiment — not 
sentimentality. 

For clear thinking and clear-sight 
cdness there was never greater need 
than now, and there is always justi- 
fication, even' when confronted'witti 
a drowning man; for caution there 
is occasionally, when a neighbour 
is hard pressed; for hard-headedness 
there is rarely justification, parti- 
cularly when a fellow human being 
is in peril of life; for cold-blooded- 
ness there Is never Justification, and 
in this case cold-bloodedness Is 
blood-thirstiness.

Dear Editor: 

McGill chapter of Avukah, the 
American Student Zionist Federa- 
tion, wishes to add It's voice and 
strength to thattiof the other campus 
clubs who have already endorsed 
the petition on refugees and encour- 
aged their membership to sign It, 
and will do everything in it's power 
to help facilitate Immigration into 
Canada Irrespective of race, creed, 
or religion. 

It is rather simple for us, who arc 
In a position remote from the hu- 
man slaughterhouse of Europe, lo 
dismiss the refugee problem with 
the following statement which ap- 
peared- In Wednesday's editorial: 
"From the point of view of Chris- 
tian charity and humantiarlan spirit, 
the petition is very commendable." 
If this war Is being fought for Jus- 
tice and the prevalence of the 
highest human principles, then this 
is a situation which will certainly 
test the truth of such alms. There 
are millions of people in Europe 
who have been killed ruthlessly and 
according to plan, and there are 
millions who are running away as 
hunted animals from this, the great- 
est curse in the history of humanity. 
It Is not the right of any of us to 
question whether thcic helpless 
people have the superficial quali- 
fications' laid down by the govern- 
ment; they "have the one 'quaUflca* 
tion which warrants them immedi- 
ate help, and that'is, they are hit- 
mans.' • 



Avukah, as a Zionist club. Is ap- 
palled at the terrible tragedy which 
has befallen the oppressed peoples 
of Europe, and among them, tho 
greatest sufferer, the Jewish peo- 
pIc. It therefore seeks a haven for 
all refugees in iny land which will 
extend its hand in aid. ° 

As for the Jewish people, their 
suffering could have been greatly 
alleviated long before this. There 
was one country, Palestine, which 
from the beginning in 1033, opened 
its heart and extended its arms to 
warmly welcome the Jewish refu- 
gees. Yet in spite of a ready haven 
and home In Palestine, whose Jews 
are willing to share their every- 
thing, the Jewish immigration has 
been hindered at every turn by the 
still reactionary colonial policy of 
the British government Ono vlV' 
idly remembers tiie tragedies of 
the "Struma" , and "Patria". two 
ships loaded down with refugees in 
whose faces the gates of Palestine 
were heartlessly slammed. 

In 1039 the appeasement govern- 
ment of Chamberlain, which is al- 
ready notorious in history, forced 
tlirough a White Paper which slat- 
ed that "AU Jewish Immigration 
into Palestine shall end on March 
31, 1044, except by the consent of 
the Arabs." • At that time "the 
Arabs" referred to, was the Mufti 
of Jerusalem and his clique, who 
had been coUaborating with Hit 
ter and Mussolini, and who had as 
a result Incited the riots of 1936- 
1939. The Mufti now resides in 
Berlin, capital of the Third Reich. 
Can this infamous contract be ad 
hered to, a contract favouring the 
enemy in Berlin? In 1039 Winston 
ChurchiU opposed this White Paper 
and stated that his pride would not 
allow him. to vote for it He called 
It "a repudiation of the Balfour 
Declaration." Certainly, at this, the 
most critical hour in the history of 
Jewry, the gates of Palestine 
should be thrown wide open so 
that thousands of refugees may. be 
welcomed by their brothers who 
are anxious for them to- find a 
home and rest at long last 

Avukah, with all other progres- 
sive groups, works for the abolition 
of the Infamous White Paper, and 
for the abolition of aU restrictions 
now in force, which deny the mis- 
erable army of downtrodden hu 
mans, a haven in any country 
which can offer them safety from 
oppression.
